April setthe record at Honeggers 
for the highest month of production 
and profits, according to Mr. Er- 
win C. Wascher, vice-president in 
charge of manufacturing and pro- 
duction. 


Mr. Robert B. Concannon, con- 
troller and treasurer, reports that 
April was the best feed tonnage 
month in the company's history, 
showing an increase of 2,000 tons 
over April of last year. 


"Building sales increased over 
April, 1957,morethan 2 1/2 times; 
equipment increased more than 
2 1/3 times; and profits far the 
month were at an all time high," 
claims Concannon.

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On the Same Team Again: 


STILL PITCHING---But for 
Honegger Farm Buildings 


T'S A CINCH for Farm Building 

sales withteammates Mel Walker 
and George Weisenberger giving 
the sales pitch. Both Mel and 
George played professional base- 
ball on the same team, although at 
different times. 

Back in 1944 while stationed in 
Australia, Mel Walker pitched for 
Phil Rizzuto's U. S. Navy service 
team, this giving him his start in 
big-time ball and cultivating a last- 
ing friendship with Rizzuto. 

"Dom DiMaggio, star center- 
fielder of the Boston Red Sox, played 
in the same league that year,''Mel 
relates. "When he first came to the 
plate against me, I thought, 'Boy, 
here's my chance !' Old Dom didn't 
cooperate though. He teed off on my 
first pitchand hitit clear out of the 
park unto a distant race track... 
farthestballhe ever hit in his life, 
I think." 

Most service team batters, how- 
ever, didn't find Melso easy to hit. 
A skilled knuckleball pitcher, Mel 
hurled a no-hitter for the New 
London, Conn., Submarine Base 
team. 

It was in the Corona Naval Base 
Hospital in California in 1945, while 
recuperating from a leg injury 
sustained during a crash-dive on 
a submarine, that Mel got his start 
in professionalball. He was out in 


the hospital yard pitching toa buddy 
when he caught the eye of Bill Veeck, 
then owner of the Milwaukee Brew- 
ers (later owner of the Cleveland 
Indians and St. Louis Browns), who 
was also bedridden inthe same hos- 
pital, When Mel returned to the 
ward, Veeck motioned him over.
